Grasshopper 
Pest May Be 
Greater, 1942 


While stating it was too early 
in the season to make a forecast 
on the incidence of the grass- 
hopper plague, it is possible in- 
fested areas may be more extens- 
five than last year, it was reported 
Thursday by officials of the de- 
partment of agriculture. 
Provincial government scouts are 
now making surveys in various 
parts of the province, particularly 
in the southeastern portions, in an 
atlempt to determine the possible 

extent of the infestation this season, 

It is likely the areas which will 
be affected most are those in the 
region south of the Igary-Saska- 
toon section of the C 

The department believes it has 
adequate supplies of grasshopper 
poison to deat with the infestation 
this season. 

Farmers are urged not to sow 
grain on stubble land, a recognized 
breeding place for the pests which 
hatch out during the latter part of 
May. They are also urged not to 
spread poison before grasshoppers 
appear, as poison will be wasted by 
indiscriminate spreading. 

A sum of $5,825 was placed in 
provincial estimates this year as an 
appropriation for dealing with the 
grasshopper menace.

Moratorium In Alberta? 


‘ae controversy over the disallowance of Alberta’s Debt 
Adjustment Act by the Dominion Government and Pre- 
mier Aberhart’s announcement of a possible moratorium 
on all debt for the duration of the war needs clarification 
to the average citizen who is more or less confused by the 
press comments. 


The B.N.A. Act of Confederation gives to the Domin- 
ion exclusive rights over banking and currency, trade and 
commerce and bankruptcy. 


The provinces have exclusive jurisdiction in civil and 
property rights, including the cancellation of the principal 
of a debt and the bringing in of a moratorium. 


It is for this reason concurrent legislation was ‘re- 
quired before the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act 
could be made operable—the reduction of the principal of 
a debt rested with the provinces, while the lowering of the 
interest rate rested with the Dominion. 


This Act was set up to provide a settlement of a farm- 
er’s financial affairs on the basis of ability to pay without 
the usual costly court proceedings of bankruptcy, of rea- 
lizing on the farmer's assets and throwing him off his farm 
as another victim for the relief rolls. 


The Act was hailed as a blessing to the debt-ridden 
farmer who had borrowed money at from 8 to 12 per cent 
when wheat was selling from $1.25 to $2.25 a bushel and 
who since 1929 has sold his wheat at less than the cost of 
production. 


The colossal pyramiding of his debts was such that the 
Bennett Government, in co-operation with the provinces, 
provided the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act. 


The many thousands of settlements made under the 
Board of Review in the western provinces at heavy ex- 
pense, have proved a fiasco. The settlements are worth- 
less to the vast majority of farmers because the price he 
is getting for his wheat does not provide a profit, so he re- 
mains helplessly and hopelessly in debt. 


It is the duty of the Alberta Government to provide 
every protection in its power to prevent farm foreclosures 
until such time as the Dominion Government adopts an 
adequate farm policy to remedy the plight of the farmer— 
as has been so successfully accomplished in the United 
States by low interest rates and parity prices. 


Don’t forget that Alberta had a moratorium in the last 
war covering morgages, agreements, etc., on homes and 
farms.

Into Persia

OTTAWA, April 2—(BUP)—A 
force of 60,000 Polish soldiers, 
completely cquipped and fully 
mechanized, yesterday crossed the 
Ruasian border into Persia, Gen. 
Wladyslaw Sikorski revealed here 
late yesterday on his departure 
from a two-day mission to con- 
sult Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King. 

The movement of the Polish 
forces was described by General 
Sikorski as “protective,” designed 
to meet-any threat of the Germans 
coming *through Persia by way of 
the Caucusus. 

The General—who is also the 
Polish prime minister—expressed 
himself as completely satisfied with 
Polish arrangements in Russia. 
While admitting that supplies for 
the Polish troops located there have 
been somewhat slow in coming 
during recent months, he disclosed 
that within the past few days Pre- 
mier Stalin has made considerable 
equipment available to the Polish 
army. Furthermore, Stalin has 
given satisfactory assurances re- 
garding the future. 


FAVORS SECOND FRONT 


Sikorski went on record as fav- 
oring the opening of a second front 
but warned just as gravely against 
the danger of the public trying to 
stampede the Allied governments 
into premature action 


Eventually, he said, a second front 
had to come, but when it was open- 
ed it had to be on a permanent 
basis, with the necessary auxiliary 
air and sea forces fully co-ordinat- 
ed. This would take time, he said, 
and he intimated the possibilities 
of serious disaster if the United 
Nations were rushed into opening a 
second front too soon. 

Gen, Sikorski paid ¢ribute to 
Lieut, Gen. A. G. L, McNaughton as 
a “great scientist and a great sol- 
dier.”

in the Scottish port. 


DANGEROUS PASSAGE 

Even before reaching the open 
sea for the final, 300-mile dash to 
join Britain's merchant marine, 
they would have to thread their 
way through the mined and closely- 
patrolled Skagerrak. It separates 
the German-held coasts of Norway 
and Denmark, a perilous passage 
of about 200 miles from Goteborg, 
across the top of the Kattegat from 
northernmost Denmark. 

The 10 Norwegian ships were 
freed from an order of arrest by 
a Swedish supreme court decision 
March 17. 

The ships. laid up in Goteborg, 
were requisitioned by the Norweg- 
ian government before its flight to 
England and later were chartered 
by British maritime interests, The 
court ruled that the charters were 
legal and the ships—valued at about 
$25,000,000-—-were entitled to clear- 
ance at any time,

Stock Saved The Situation 


The Bureau of Statistics reports that 
total cash income from Alberta farm pro- 
ducts in 1926 was $161 millions, while last 
year the sum was $149 millions; a drop of 
$12 millions. Cash income from wheat in 
the former year was $107 millions, and 
last year $54 millions; a decrease of 
around $53 millions. But livestock and 
its products in 1926 yielded Alberta farm- 
ers $44 millions, while last year the returns 
amounted to $82 millions. a gain of $38 
millions, 

The expansion of the livestock branch 
thus made up to Alberta farmers last year 
approximately two-thirds of the decreased 
revenue from wheat, leaving them only 
$12 millions short of the total income for 
1926. Had the province not been suitable 
for stock-raising, or had the farmers not 
made use of their opportunity to extend 
this branch of their operations, the shrink- 
age in wheat proceeds would have been 
ruinous. 

Last year of course marked a keen de- 
mand for livestock and its products} as it 
brought a phenomenally slack demand for 
wheat. But this would have meant noth- 
ing had the farmers lacked initiative or 
had the country not been favorable for the 
stock industry. It was because the change 
to stock could be made, and was made, 
that the farmer saved himself from disas- 
ter. 


No Need To “Shudder” 


Mr. Meighen says the very possibility 
of a “no” verdict resulting from the com- 
ing plebiscite makes him “shudder”. Quite 
unnecessarily, if obsérvers of all political 
Shades in all parts of the country read 
the signs aright. All the indications are 
that the verdict will be “yes,” and that it 
will be very emphatic. 

But why “shudder” even if the con- 
trary seemed possible? It is surely better 
to know the truth than to live in a fool's 
paradise of miscalculation. There may be 
times when ignorance is bliss, but this is 
not one of them. 

If the people of Canada would not 
stand for an all-out war effort it would 
be better to make them say so openly 
than to not put them on record. And in 
that altogether suppositious event, who 
is Mr, King or Mr. Meighen to force con- 
scription upon them against their will? 
Canada is still a democracy, and democra- 
tic institutions cannot be saved by totali- 
tarian methods. ‘Mistrust of the public 
tempered by fear” is not a sound principle. 

Mr. Meighen was much farther from 
the Nazi state of mind when he said at 
Hamilton many years ago that he would 
not declare war without holding a general 
election than he now is in opposing the 
holding of a plebiscite as to whether the 
public will sanction the raising of over- 
sea forces by whatever method may be 
required as circumstances unfold. 


The Natives Are Against Us ° 


The most sinister note from Burma is 
not the news of the intensified Japanese 
drive. It is sounded in an official com- 
munique issued at the headquarters of 
Gen. Alexander, commanding the British 
forces there. It is stated in this commun- 
ique that “The local population as a whole 
appears actively in support of the enemy.” 

That has been only too apparent in 
despatches throughout the campaign—as 
it was also in the reports of the previous 
fighting in Malaya. For whatever reason, 
the natives of both states have been and 
are against us—not only sympathetically 
but actively. 

This explains why a Japanese force of 
5,000 men advancing up the Irrawaddy 
was reported the other day to “seriously 
menace” the British position before Prome. 
A force of that size, without native sup- 
port, could be no serious threat to even 
half the number of defenders holding a 
prepared position. But assisted by native 
guides, spies and guerillas, the Japanese 
brigade became equivalent to four or five 
brigades without such assistance. 

Throughout Burma, as _ throughout 
Malaya, the effect of native disaffection 
has been to double and redouble the 
strength of the enemy forces. This gives 
the key to the nature of the war in that 
area, and to the disasters which have be- 
fallen the Allied arms. We are not—as 
Seems to have been supposed would be 
the case—helping the natives to repel the 
invaders; we are fighting both Japanese 
and natives to prevent Burma falling, as 
Malaya has fallen, into the hands of the 
Japanese and its territory and resources 
being turned to use of the Axis war ma- 
chine, 

In Burma—as formerly in Malaya— 
the United Nations are not chivalrously 
aiding a small nation to defend itself. 
That is merely another theatre in which 
we are fighting for our own existence: 
against both the avowed enemy and native 
hostility stirred up and utilized by the 
enemy.

The New Council 


————————— Ee 
The Pacific war council at Washington 

is the outcome of protests from Australia 

that the Commonwealth should have a 

voice in the shaping of plans for Allied 

operations in the western ocean, and that 


its views could be more advantageously 
expressed where the direction of these 
operations is centered than at London, 
where the war in Europe and North Africa 
demands first attention. 

Canada and all the other countries 
directly involved by the Japanese on- 
slaught dre to be represented on the new 
council. This is to be a _ consulta- 
tive, not a directing, body. The committee 
of chiefs of staff of the United States and 
Britain will continue to determine strategy 
in the Pacific and elsewhere, but the coun- 
cil will have access to the committee and 
will be able both to tender advice and to 
keep the various governments informed as 
to decisions made. 

If this seems to give the council only 
a minor role, the reason is obvious. If 
the strategy committee were enlarged to 
include representatives of Australia, New 
Zealand and Canada, all the United Nations 
would be entitled to equal treatment, and 
the result would be an unwieldy board 
representing interests in all parts of the 
world. The enlarged committee would be 
bound to concern itself primarily with the 
destruction of the Nazi power in Europe, 
and Pacific affairs would be given second- 
ary attention, 

The new council, having only the Paci- 
fic situation to deal with, may: be able to 
do better service as a separate but closely 
associated organization. There is no dan- 
ger of the war in the Pacific being “for- 
gotten” by the United States or the British 
representatives on the strategy board, but 
the council, by making this phase of the 
world-wide conflict its special field, should 
be able to supply the board with informa- 
tion and advice not hitherto so readily 
available. 


Herr Hitler is said to have marshalled 
1,500,000 men for the offensive against 
Russia, if that is the direction in which he 
decides to strike, a point on which there 
will be no assurance until his blow is 
launched. If his former statements of 
intentions are any guide, he is more likely 
to head the blitzkrieg toward Britain or 
almost any other quarter than the one he 
has indicated.

The United States having suspended 
the shipment of gasoline, oil and other 
needed commodities to French North 
Africa, the cabinet at Vichy has promised 
to not send any more supplies through 
Tunisia to the Axis forces in Libya.

| Every mile a car is driven now 
means a mile that it cannot cover 
in the future, It is like a man 
with no income, steadily drawing 
his savings out of the bank. The 
more prodigal he is, the sooner 
the day will come when his 
credit balance is zero—and he 
has no money.

Hoarding 


Hoarding is a vicious and cost- 
ly practice for three reasons that 
immediately present themselves: 

1. It upsets the orderly plan- 
ning of retailers and wholesalers 
and materially increases the cost 
of merchandising. 

The ideal of business has al- 
ways been an even movement of 
goods with a minimum of peaks 


and valleys. The complete stab- | 


ilization of buying has been the 
goal of retail business in peace 
time, It is even more the goal of 
retail business in war time be- 
cause general conditions of sup- 
ply are so much more uncertain. 

2. Hoarding upsets manufac- 
turing schedules. 


Rationing 


The third and possibly most 
unpleasant feature of hoarding 
is the fact that it leads inevitably 
to rationing. 

Rationing is an eventuality 
that appeals neither to business 
nor to the public. But it will 
surely come unless greedy buy- 
ing is entirely eliminated by the 
| good sense and proper restraint 
of the people. 

Rationing is costly. It requires 
{expensive administrative machin- 
lery to put it into effect. But, as 
Mr. Gordon has pointed out, it 
is the only remedy for senseless 
buying. 

There is surely no sound: rea- 
son for any buying panic in any 
part of Canada. The resources of 
this country, both in raw mater- 
ials and in manufacturing power, 
} absolutely guarantee Canadians 
}a full supply of articles they ac- 
| tually need—provided those ree 
sources are always under proper 
| control, 
| If they cannot be controlled 
| through the co-operation of the 
| people, they will have to be con- 
trolled by the compulsion of the 
| people, which is rationing, 


Non-Essentials 


We have already noted that 
there is not that excess of money 
in this part of the country that

Hoarding, then, or greedy buy- 
ing either causes deprivation or 
steals time from essential war 
manufacture,

So much could be said about the 
health-building properties of the 
tomato that it is hard to compress 
it all into a short space, but in to- 
day's article I shall try to give you 
the most important points 

The tomato is an excellent source 
of vitamin C, ranking as one of 
the best sources of this vitamin 
which is needed to prevent scurvy, 
fo maintain the health of the blood 
vessels, to keep the gums healthy, 
and to favor good tooth formation. 
This vitamin is also of value in im- 
proving the appetite. One™of the 
merits of the tomato as a source of 
| vitamin C is that it is so compar: 
latively cheap and abundant that it 
is available to the average person 
This is especially true during the 
summer when the crop is plentiful; 
but the tomato is also obtainable at 
other seasons by making use of the 
canned form. 

The tomato also supplies vita- 
mins A and BI. In addition, it pro- 
vides the valuable mineral elements 
so necessary to the body, and is 
classed with the alkaline-forming 
group of foods. The mild acid of 
the tomato apparently has a very 
beneficia] effect upon the liver in 
the way of stimulating a better 
flow of bile. Hence, those with a 
tendency toward sluggishness of 
this organ will do well to use tom- 
atoes more freely. 

Inasmuch as the malic acid of the 
tomato seems to assist in the di- 
gestion of fish, it is a good plan to 
} serve a tomato salad, or a dish of 
|stewed tomatoes when serving a 
fish meal 

Because of the low caloric value, 
the tomato may be advantageously 
used in reducing diets. 

Fortunately, the flavor of the 
tomato is one which is widely liked 
and the flavor has probably helped 
to incréase the popularity of this 
health-builder, Most -people find 
the red color attractive, whether 
the food is used alone or is added 
to salads, Not the least of its vir- 
tues as far as the busy housewife 
is concerned, is its ease of prepara 
tion. The raw tomato is quickly 
sliced or cubed for salad use, and 
even when preparing stewed tom- 
atoes, not much time is needed, as 
they quickly become tender. The 
canned tomato juice is one of the 
easiest of all beverages to serve as 
all that you need to do is to punch 
two holes in the top of the can and 
pour it out. : 

I find the canned tomato juice is 
often beneficial in a fasting regi- 
men, the patient getting consider- 
able good from a schedule of this 
kind. Even those who are working 
and who do not have the time to 
Squeeze out orange juice for the 
fruit feedings, find they are able 
to take a can or two of tomato juice 
to work with them, and to use the 
juice very easily at regular times. 
This same tomato juice in the 
| canned form is being widely used in 
| the diets of infants. 

Because of the flavor readily 
blending with other foods, the tom- 
ato is a favored fruit for adding to 
soups, stews and various meat 
dishes. Both meat and fish may be 
cooked in tomato juice or tomato 
sauce, for added flavor. 

Most people probably place the 
tomato in the vegetable class but I 
find it best to group it with the 
acid fruits. Because of the mild acid 
content, it does not combine readily 
with starches. The tomato there- 
fore may be used with benefit with 
a meat meal, with a fish meal, or 
with the non-starchy vegetables.

Greatest increase was recorded 
in home building, there being 72 
dwelling permits issued this year 
with a value of $142,900, com- 
Pared with 39 for the correspond- 
ing period last year. Value of 
the permits in 1941 was $83,875. 
An official of the city architect's | 
office stated Thursday that the 500 
house record set in 1941 would be | 
beaten easily this year if the Bove | 
ernment does not drastically curs | 
tail building supplies. 

A large increase was registered 
also in the value of public buildings 
permits issued. Last year during | 
the first three months only one 
such building permit was _ issued, 
its value being $16,000.

In Vote Rights} Means End Of 


With Plebiscite 


By JAMES McCOOK 

OTTAWA, April 2—(CP)— 
Nearly 7,000,000 Canadians are ex- 
pected to hold the necessary vot- 
ing qualifications to cast bablots 
in the manpower plebiscite April 
27, Dominion election officials 
estimate, 


Between 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 
ballots are being printed on orders 
of Jules Castonguay, chief plebis- 
cite officer. Provision has to be 
made for adequate supplies for a!. 
polling stations, and names appear- 
ing on lists prépared by enumer- 
ators may not represent the total 
who vote, 

A qualified voter whose name 
does not appear on lists prepared 
by enumerators may cast a@ ballot 
after being vouched for by a voter 
whose name is on the list, and tak- 
ing an oath, 

As an indication of how Canad- 
fans turn out to vote, election off!- 
cials said that the names of 6,588,884 
electors appeared on the voters’ list 
for the 1940 election. The total num- 
ber of ballots cast was 4,672,531. 

The civilian Canadians who will 
place their “X”" after the “Yes” or 
“No” on the plebiscite ballot must 
have the following qualifications; 


1—Be at least 21 years old. 

2—Be a British subject by birth 
or nationality. 

3—Have been a resident in Can- 
ada 12 months before polling day. 


4—Have been ordinarily resid- 
ent in the polling division on March 
30, 1942. 


EXCEPTIONS TO RULE 

The general rule is that all with 
such qualifications may cast a 
ballot, but there are 12 exceptions. 

Among those who may not vote 
are judges, appointed by the 
governor -in-council, Eskimos and 
| Indians ordinarily resident on a 
reservation and who did not serve 
with the forces in the First Great 
War or the present war. 

The term “Indian” includes any 
person of whole or part Indian 
blood eentitled to receive any an- 
nuity or other benefit under any 
treaty with the crown. 

Inmates of prisons, persons denied 
liberty of movement because of 
mental disease and those detained 
or interned under the Defence of 
Canada regulations at the date of 
the vote may not cast ballots. 


JAPANESE DISQUALIFIED 

All Japanese, except about 40 who 
served with the Canadian forces in 
the last war, are disqualified be- 
cause of a British Columbia law 
which denies them the vote, 

The regulations set forth that 

& person cannot vote if he is dis- 
qualified by reason of his race 
from voting in a provincial elec- 
tion and did not serve in war with 
the Canadian forces, 

A further section provides dis- 
qualification for a person whose 
racial origin is that of a country at 
war with Canada, if at the time 
the plebiscite regulations were made 
effective he or she would be dis- 
Qualified by reason of race in any 
province from voting in a pro- 
vincial election and had not served 
with the Canadian forces. 


EXEMPTION CLAIMANTS 
The vote is not available to those 


because of doctrines of religion 
making them averse to bearing 
arms, and who, by provincial law, 
cannot participate in provincial 
election voting.

Wheel landing equipment is used 
the year round on this route, where 
there are modern airports and Jand- 
ing fields. 

The average time for the ice 
breakup over a long period of years 
has been between April 8 and 
April 18. 

Last year the last flight norih 
was made on April 10. 

With a large amount of freight 
piled up at Fort McMurray for nor- 
thern mining points the annual big 
race against time is now in ful!

One plane, equipped for winte: 
flying, usually remains at Yellow- 
knife to continue freighting between 
that place and the Arctic coast, 
where the break-up does not occur 
until the end of May or first week 
in June.

All-Out Effort 
Main Object Of 


Alterta and Edmonton in no un- 
certain terms must demand, in the 
Plebiscite to be held on April 27, 
an all-out war effort and that no 
pledge given at the 1940 elaetion 
must stand in the way of that ef? 
fort, H. D. Ainlay, chairman of the 
Edmonton Affirmative Vote Com- 
mittee stated Thursday. This de- 
mand can be made in a flood of 
“Yes” votes to release Prime Min- 
ister W. L. MacKenzie King and 
his government from the election 
pledges given in the 1940 election. 


To obtain as great a vote as 
possible in the city, a large group of 
Edmonton citizens, recognizing the 
gravity of the war situation, has 
formed an Affirmative Vote Com- 
mittee, Mr. Ainlay said. 

“All the political parties, church 
and racial groups are representea 
and have submerged all differences 
in the common cause for Canada. 
The purpose of the committee is to 
arouse the interest in the voters suf- 
ficiently to have them register their 
“Yes” decision on April 17. 

“There have been many differ- 
ences of opinion regarding the ple- 
biscite, its wording and jts necessity 
but it is an accomplishéd fact and 
it is our duty as citizens to forget 
these differences, political and 
otherwise and to register our sup- 
port for an all-out war effort not 
only for the allied democracies but 
for Canada itself. 

“Our sister Dominion, Australia, 
is in the front line today. Canada 
may easily be there tomorrow. She 
has gone all-out and they have 
been preparing for some time but 
still finds it difficult to mobilize 
its resources to successfully combat 
the enemy, How, much time will 
we have? We are definitely in 
danger. The German 
U-boats are near our coasts. Can- 
ada is by no means immune from 
attack and our time may be short. 

“The Alaskan highway brings Al- 
beria to the very front door of 
Japan. It will have to be defended 
even into Alaska, It is no tourist 
road but a military highway. 

“It is necessary for us to inform 
the federal government in no un- 
certain terms that the people of 
Canada demand an all-out war 
effort and that nothing must stand 


in the way. All the resources of 
the country must be put into the 
front line, 

“Many have complained in the 


past that there seemed so little that 
they could do to help the war. Here 
is something that every citizen can 
do, We must have as nearly 100% 
vote as possible.

THREATENED BARBER 

He pleaded guilty to first degree

Piccone had threatened to kill 
Barber, after the two engaged in 
an argument over spending money 
while the youth was employed on 
the farm as a paroled juvenile 
delinquent several years ago. 

Within a space of 24 hours two 
Oxford, Mich., farmers, Cassius E. 
Barber, 71, and Romaine ©. Potter, 
75, had been killed with rifle fire 
in their neighboring homes and 
Carl McKenzie, 43, was killed on 
his farm at Concord, 90 miles dis- 
tant. Formally charged with mur- 
dering Barber, his former employer, 
and wanted as suspect in the other 
two shootings, Piccone had been 
sought since Tuesday night. It was 
then that Barber and Potter had 
been killed.

the board of arbitration. 

The recommendation of a fair 
basis of salaries for Mundare in- 
cluded a minimum of $950 and a 
maximum of $1,250 for elementary | PO 
teachers, minimum of $1,050 and 
maximum of $1,350 for interme- 
diate teachers, and minimum of $1,- 
250 and maximum of $1,600 for high 
school teachers, with annual in- 
creases of $30 recommended | 
each grouping. 

The “majority award” allowed | 
for extra increase in salaries for| 
teachers with university degrees 
and special qualifications as well as 
for extra increases for the princi- 
pals. 

ORIGINAL REFERENCE 

Originally the dispute was re- 
ferred to a conciliation commis. 
sioner, A. A. Carpenter, K.C., who 
reported “the negotiations were in 
my opinion bound to break down 
and any effort to prolong the hear- 
ing would only have meant a waste 
of time. It is therefore, with re- 
gret, that I have to report the total 
failure of any conciliation efforts 
in this matter.” 

Subsequently the board of ar- 
bitration was named, and a brief 
presenting the claim of the teach- 
ers for improved salary schedule 
was submitted by C. W. Clement.

If acro engineers say there are 
no insurmountable ‘difficultics 
standing in the way of building 
planes that will fly 8,000 to 12,000 
miles, the most probable develop- 
ment will be the early construc- 
tion of these types.
